Vincente Torres pleaded guilty Tuesday 
to the murder of his ex-wife at her Boling- 
brook home. Z 

Torres, 59, an illegal alien from Mexico 
who lived in Joliet, had tried to plead 
guilty April 30, but Judge Dan Rozak de- 

cided Torres, who does not speak English, 
needed more time to think about his dect- 
sion and postponed the proceedings. 

So Torres met again with his lawyer, Dan 
Kennedy, and another lawyer who speaks 
Spanish before returning to court Tuesday. 

Using an interpreter, Torres told the 
judge he still wanted to plead guilty. He did- 
n't say much else while in court, other than 
to answer questions with a simple yes or no. 

Rozak spent some time Tuesday explain- 
ing to Torres the difference between a jury 
trial and a bench trial. 

The judge also told Torres that because 
he is an illegal alien, he will be sent back to 
Mexico when he leaves prison. 

“You probably never would be able to 
come back (to this country) on a legal 
basis,” Rozak said. = 

The judge also told Torres the minimum. 
sentence for murder is 20 years in prison. 
After Torres is sentenced, he will have to serve 
every day of the term in prison, Rozak said.

Thirty-six hours before 
Madeline Reimer stopped

Hospitals also get periodic 
checkups from independent 
agencies.

mission on Accreditation of 
Health Care Organizations, 
hospitals must follow hand- 
washing guidelines from the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention or the World 
Health Organization. 

Louise Kuhny, senior as- 
sociate director of standards 
interpretation for the Joint 
Commission, scrutinizes 
what's in front of her and ev- 
erything around her. 

“Tf I was surveying a hos- 
pital, and I was looking at the 
preparation of medication ... I 








also would be doing periph- 
eral tracing, looking at other 
health care workers in the 
area,” she said. “I would be 
able to see the nurse out of 
the corner of my eye either 
washing or not washing her 
hands.” 

Other germ-fighting signs 
the Joint Commission looks 
for: readily available soap, 
water and alcohol-based 
hand gel, no false fingernails 
in the ICU, even housekeep- 
ing - disinfection of medical 
instruments, cleaning of sur- 
faces in patient rooms and 
staff work stations, and in- 
house laundry service. 

If a hospital-acquired infec- 
tion causes someone’s death 
or major permanent loss of 
function - such as eyesight, 
use of a limb or anything else 


that affects their quality of

Oakes and his daughter 
and grandsons _ reportedly 
were returning home from 
a family funeral when the 
accident occurred. Accord- 
ing to Sgt. Ryan. Since 
Oakes’ body was _trans- 
ferred to the Cook County 
Coroner’s office, said Sgt. 
Ryan, the laboratory which 
normally does work for the 
State Police is not involved 
in the analysis, which is 
causing the delay. Until po- 
lice receive the results of 
Oakes’ laboratory blood 
tests, added Sgt. Ryan, they 
cannot be absolutely certain 
whether the use of alcohol 
may have contributed to the 
crash.

Bolingbrook woman dies after celebrating 101st birthday

Frances Skowron of Bolingbrook died Sun- 
day evening at Meadowbrook Manor, one 
day after celebrating her 101st birthday. 

The centenarian wasn’t feeling well at a 
Saturday afternoon party where four genera- 
tions of her family, village officials and Mead- 
owbrook residents watched a videotape re- 
counting significant details of her life. No one 
could blame Skowron for leaving her party a 
little early, but they did note that if she was 
feeling better she certainly would have en- 
joyed the festivities. 

Skowron hadn't been feeling tiptop since 
she strained her elbow a couple of weeks ago, 
and she was particularly tired during the April 
6 celebration. But the details of the party were 
perfect for Skowron. 

The avid gardener would have enjoyed 
smelling the dozen red roses village trustees 
Joe Morelli, Sandy Swinkunas and Mike 
Lawler presented to her. Her childhood home 
in Peru, IIL, was filled with flowers, Skowron 
told her great-grandchildren. As a girl, she 
would go to a nearby dump to collect discard- 
ed peach cans for her mother, who would 
plant geraniums in them so the family could 
enjoy the blooming flowers all summer. As an

adult, Skowron carried on her mother’s tradi- 
tion and always planted bulbs at her home. 

And maybe if Skowron were feeling a little 
better she would have enjoyed the cake, 
candy and punch at the party. After all, 
Skowron, who was thought to be the oldest 
person in Bolingbrook and certainly the old- 
est at Meadowbrook, was well-known 
throughout her life for her healthy appetite. 

In fact, Skowron attributed her longevity to 
her eating habits. 

“The reason why she’s been here so long 
is because she ate well,” son Arthur 
Shawron, 77, of Romeoville remembers his 
mother saying. 5 

Shawron-changed the spelling of his last 
name from Skowron after his father, Anton 
Skowron, died. Skowron used to tell the fami- 
ly that not missing a meal was the key to her 
healthy living, Shawron said. 

“| eat, eat, eat,” the slim Skowron would 
say. 

“At one time, about a year ago, everything 

ne was on the plate she would eat,” Shawron 


said. 

Asked if she had a favorite meal she would 
reply, “food,” Shawron said. 

Other passions for Skowron were religion 
and baseball. Growing up in downstate IIli- 


nois, she would play baseball with the neigh- 
borhood children and her five sisters. Her 
greatest memories were of kicking around 
the hilly neighborhood with her neighbors 
and family, Skowron’s great-grandchildren 
noted in a biography of Skowron called “Pre- 
cious Memories of Great Grandma.” 
Skowron was active her entire life. She 


- began using a walker for the first time at 100, 


then recently required a wheelchair. 

Born in 1901 to Mary and Albert 
Skowronek, Skowron recounted stories to 
her great-grandchildren of watching her 
mother use a basin and washboard for the 
“unending chore” of laundry, and smelling 
freshly baked bread from the kitchen. She 
told them many of her clothes were made 
from flour-sack material — her mother sewed 
them herself. Her father was a coal miner, 
and Skowron remembered picking the shiny 
specks of coal from his arms when he re- 
turned from work each day. 

Sundays were her favorites days. She re- 
membered her family’s church, St. Valen- 
tine’s, vividly. She was a strong Catholic and 
attended school at the church as well. 

Although the six Skowronek girls were 
generally well-behaved and attended church 
regularly, Skowron remembered skipping a

Stark lived quite a life. She 
served in the Marine Corps, 
and after her discharge at 21, 
she came to Chicago looking 
for work in the advertising 
industry, Welz said.

More than 40 counseling 
professionals from the high

“Most young 
people haven't lost anyone. 
So when it happens, they 
haven’t an outlet.”

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to 100 young people sought 
counseling. Counselors will 
be available for some time to 
help students, he said.

“The road was closed after 
the accident from about.

remembered as dedicated leader

Eleanor “Nora” Wipfler, 
the first woman elected to 
serve as Bolingbrook’s vil- 
lage president, died Friday, 
Feb. 5, at Edward Hospital in 
Naperville. 

Mrs. Wipfler served as a 
village trustee from Decem- 
ber 1974 to April 1975, and as 
village president from 1975 
to 1977. 

Mrs. Wipfler, 65, was recog- 
nized by many people as a 
hard worker. 

“Nora was wonderful, no 
nonsense,” said Betty Bailey, 
director of the Community 
Service Council of Will 
County. Mrs. Wipfler had 
been working at the CSC for 
the last six months. “She 
came to work down here at 
the CSC and was her usual ef- 
ficient self. I always felt she 
did what was expected of her 
and she got the job done. But 
she never lost sight of her 
family. She managed to bal- 
ance that out real well.” 

Bailey said that her ex-hus- 
band, Bob Bailey, and Mrs. 
Wipfler “remained great and 
good friends” even after run- 


ning against each other twice | 


for the job of village presi- 
dent. Mrs. Wipfler beat him, 
then he beat her, Bailey said. 

Current Village President 
Roger C. Claar called Mrs. 


‘Wipfler “one of the pioneer 


mayors of Bolingbrook” who 
dealt with difficult issues re- 
lated to the rapid growth of 
the village at that time. 

“I knew of her; we talked,”

Though Wipfler becomes a page in 
Bolingbrook history for her public service 
and leadership of the fledgling village, 
she was first and foremost a wife and 
mother.

IN THE EARLY 1960s as the young 
families moved out to Bolingbrook to buy 
the affordable houses, her husband Bill, 
a local State Farm Insurance agent, be- 
came one of the community leaders as 
the homeowners started grumbling 
about “the water company” (Citizens 
Utilities) or the need for parks and more 
schools, a library, and quicker police re- 
sponse out of the county. 

It was in the days of the “kitchen cabi- 
net,” in Nora Wipfler’s kitchen, or her 
backyard pool in the summer, where 
they'd congregate and hatch their plans, 
plans that led to the incorporation of the 
village and the founding of the park dis- 
trict. 

Nora was the wife that poured the cof- 
fee, stuffed the envelopes, and was presi-

dent of the “Valley View school district 
PTA.” Then her husband died, suddenly 
on her birthday, Dec. 30, 1971. 

Though Nora Wipfler defined herself 
up to that point as just the housewife 
and mother who was behind her hus- 
band (for whom Wipfler Park on 
Rockhurst Road was named) and their 
community, she had been listening to all 
those “kitchen cabinet” sessions, and 
asking questions. : 

But as a young widow in early 1972, 
she found herself appointed to the 
Bolingbrook plan commission, and then 
elected its chairman in 1974.

Dunlap, who also was on the commis- 
sion in the ’70s, recalls that Wipfler was 
among those who was resisting the Old 
Chicago developers and some elected offi- 
cials who Wipfler feared were “giving 
away the store” to attract the proposed 
amusement park and shopping center 
and keep it out of Romeoville. 

Nora Wipfler’s leadership was getting 
noticed, and during the “revolving door”

And the following April, she became 
mayor (see separate story). 


AFTER HER VILLAGE defeat in 
1977, she went to work as a bookkeeper 
for The Met newspapers and later for 
the Loven’ Oven Bakery in Romeoville.

But she had just a brief hiatus from 
political life.

Bette Ziegler has a job but 
it cannot cover all the expenses. 


A native of Ohio, Ziegler 
moved to his home at 136 
Balmoral six years ago. An Army 
veteran who was an avid CBer, 
Ziegler used the “handle, 
“P.T.A.”, which was short for 
“Part-Time Agitator”. CB friend | 
Judy Plata called him a “super 
guy who’d get out and do little 
jobs, even though he was sick.” 

Plata described the “Coffee 
Break”’ fund raiser as “‘a bunch of 
his friends going to bat for him.” 
She said CBers in Naperville, 
Woodridge, Romeoville, and 
Bolingbrook are Spreading the 
appeal for help for the family via 
CB radio.

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On November 11, a blood 
drive sponsored by Bolingbrook 
Citizen Band radio operators on 
behalf of Howard ‘Ziegler, 137, 
Balmoral, Bolingbrook, was held 
at the recreation .center on 
Recreation Drive.

| reported earlier in the Beacon, the - 
drive was more successful than 
had been anticipated. Enough 
blood was donated in addition to 
| that needed by Mr. Ziegler, so as 
to insure every man, woman and 
child living in Bolingbrook, for an 
entire year. 

There are preludes and 
postludes to this story. Allow me 
to introduce you to both. 

Howard and Bette Ziegler 
moved to Bolingbrook in 
February of 1971. There were two 
children, Wendy, age 7, and 
Howie, age 5. The Zieglers had a 
happy marriage. Their life 
together had all the normal ups 
and downs of most young couples. 
The children added to the joys and 


the family spent a great deal of

time doing things together. 

A few years ago, Howard 
became interested 
Band , radio. He monitored 
Channel 21 and became known as 
P.T.A. (Part Time Agitator). Ina 
short while, he joined the 
Bolingbrook Civil Defense Unit 
and assisted in monitoring 
weather and other disaster 
situations. He thoroughly enjoyed 
his CB radio and his CB friends 
enjoyed Howard. CB became an 
important part of his life, not 
dominating, but important. Only 
he didn’t realize then, how 
important. 

One could actually see the 
smiles in his voice and feel the 
cheerfulness in his greetings to his 
callers. Those of us who knew him 
well knew we had a good friend. 
Those who hadn’t yet met him 
had only to give a shout for P.T.A. 
and friendships were easily made. 
He was that kind of guy. 

Things were apparently going 
well for the Ziegler family. The

children were well and happy. 
Howard was content with his 
newest job, driving for the Iowa 
Beef Processing Company. Life 
was good. 

Then it happened. P.T.A.’s 
radio went silent. It remained 
silent from March, 1975 to June, 
1975. No one knew why until much 
later. Bette told their friends not 
to carry their problems to others. 
They respected her wishes. But 
secrets can’t remain secrets 
forever. 

With the suddenness and fury 
of a terrible storm, Howard was 
stricken with leukemia. Those 
three months his radio remained 
silent, Howard had spent in 
Hinsdale Hospital, fighting for his 
life. Bette cried silently to herself. 
She didn’t want to burden others. 
For. as long as humanly and 
financially possible, they fought 
the long, tough battle. 

Leukemia at any age is rough. 
At age 33, with a young wife and 
two small children, we can only 
imagine what must have been 
uppermost in Howard’s thoughts. 
The financial burden itself would 
have been enough to bend and 
break most families. 

It almost did Howard and 
Bette.

Already 
weakened by the long difficult 
battle, Howard still fought on, 
refusing even then to give up. 

But this valiant stand in the 
face of overwhelming odds was to 
be his last. The enemy was too 
devastating, too relentless, and 
far too many in number to be 
denied. Howard Ziegler died 
December 5, 1976, at 4:30 a.m. in 
Hinsdale Hospital, a victim of 
leukemia. 

Perhaps this story should end 
at this point. Death is usually the 
end of life as we know it. But 
there were other lives to think of: 
Bette’s and the children. It seems 
that Howard and Bette had more 
friends on Ch-21 and elsewhere 
than even they dreamed of. These 
friends, CB friends, were acutely 
aware of the tremendous financial 
burden Bette would now have to 
face alone.

Up 
and down the band, the calls were 
made, from one end of the state 
practically to the other. vA 
committee was formed and a 
“Coffee Break” was organized for 
December 12th.
